Not Particularly Cheerful Outlook

Facing the growing deficit and in

creasing expenditures is not a

cheerful attitude for the ad

ministration A writer points

since the close of the Civil War there

have been only ten years in which the

expenditares of the government ex

ceeded its revenuesand only two years

in which the deficit equaled that of

lsst year In 1908 the net ordinary

receipts of the government were 599

89H763 and its net ordinary expendi

tures were 695552125 making a de

ficit of 59656362 This deficit will

be nearly doubled during the current

fiscal year This situation is due to

the growing extravagance of the
government along with the imperial

enlargement of its functions For
many years the ordinary expenditures

of the Government have been growing
out of proportion to the growth cf

wealth and population The net
expenditures of the government

increased from 246847637 in 1880 to

297730487 in 1890 to 487713792 in

1900 and to 659552125 in 1903 From
1880 to 1908 the net ordinary receipts
of the government increased from
360782293 to 593845763 From

1901 the fist year of the RooseVelt ad

ministration to 1908 the expenditures
increased from 09967 353 16 659
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552125 And Congress is still piling
up expenses Meanwhile the deficit
grows and with the talk about encono

mind contin
ues to make extravagant appropria
tions
